PEOPLE SHOULD BEGIN 
TO REGULATE MATTERS: 


Congress Should Be Forced to 
' Make Economy First Aim. 
If Congress Had Revised the 
Tariff or Passed Good Cur- 
rency Law Country Would 
Be Getting Along All Right. 


Chicago, March 3!.—Edwaérd H. Har- 
riman arrived from California ‘tonight, 
apparently {fn good health and ready to 
talk on all subjects. 
On tariff reform Mr. 
“If the government had revised the 
tariff or given the country a good cur- 
rency law, or both, we would not have 
had the Landis decision and we would 
not have had all this wasteful prosecu- 
tion of corporations, nor all of this hos- 
tile legislation against railroads; and the 
country would today be going along 
swimmingly. 
‘“T have been. quoted,” he continued, 
“as speaking harshly against the gov- 
ernment and our former president for 
having prosecuted me and the interests 
which I represent 1 have never spoken 
bitterly regarding him, and I have no 
criticism to make., The prosecutions 
were all right, for there is nothing 
about the railroads which I represent 
that I desire to conceal. Every move 
I have made has been known to the 
government, and we have tried to obey 
the law. I harbor no resentment to- 
ward the government, or toward any in- 
dividual.” 

Combinetions of Ratiroeads. 
On combinations of railroads, Mr. Har- 
rirffan “satd: st 
_“T am for combination where. economy 
demands thefm and where the best serv- 
ice requires them., I would not have 
the combination of ‘paraliel or compet- 
ing lines permitted without restraint. I 
would have it permitted under the con- 
sent of the interstate commerce come- 


mission and under its supervision. 

“TJ am in favor of government super- 
vision and regulation, Dut not just be- 
cause it has come. I am on record in 
Washington as being in favor of this, 
and I told Mr. Roosevelt so early in 


his campaign. 
“They said the Alton was greatly 


over-capitalized. And yet, the Afton is 
today the best railroad physically in the 
state of Illinois. It has been made 250 
per cent better for two-thirds of its 
original cost; and I might add that it is 
not bankrupt, even now. It is still 
solvent, all the states attorneys general 
and all of the inebriated state senators 
to the contrary notwithstanding.”’ 

Let People Regulate Government. 
What the newspapers ought to do now, 
is to stop talking about the rexulation 
o railroads and insist upon it that the 
people begin regulating the government. 
They should insist, for example that 
the first and chief aim of a new ad- 
minietration should not be to wring 
more money out or the people, before 
it has learned how to expend it wisely. 
“If the wasteful extravagance of gov- 
ernmental methods should be applied 
to any other business it would speed- 
ily bankrupt it. 

“Do you think the 
stration will be inclined to make 
change in this direction ?’’ 
“IT do not, but this administration, and 
all administrations to come, should be 
forced ty the people to make economy 
its first aim or suffer political obliv-

Father McMahon was Inter- 
ested in Fidelity Funding 
Company Which Recently 
Failed—His Notes Held by 
New York, Pittsburg and 
Cleveland Banks. 


liam McMahon, pastor of St. Bridget’s 
Catholie church, of Cleveland, and edi- 
tor of the Catholic .Untverse, filed a 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy In the 
United States court today. In the po- 
tition, his |, total liabilities are stated to 
be $1,504,141.64, with assets ageregat- 
ing $76,207.08, of which $71,300 is real 
estate. The secured claims amount to 
$946,925.73; unsecured claim $371,200.91, 
and commercial paper $!85,9/6. 

Father McMehon was a director of 
the Fidelity Funding Company, of New 
York, founded by P. J. Kieran, and 
which is now in the hands of receiv- 
ers. Thus it came about that his name 
was signed to many. of the papers is- 
sued by the company, and ‘for which 
he now is held lable by the receivers 

Some of the Large Claima. 

The petition enumerates many notes 
signed by Father McMahon. They are 
held \mostly by New York, Pittsburg 
and Cleveland banks. Among the larg- 
er claims cited are the folowing: 

Carnegie Trust Company, New York, 
$261,265.73; Guarantee Title and Trust 
Company, Pittsbure, $185,000; Society 
for Savings, Cleveland, $235,000; Third 
National bank, Buffalo, $3,200. 

Late in 1905, Father MceMahon came 
first: into close contact with Kieran. 
The priest borrowed a small amount 
of monéy in 1906 from Kieran, who is 
Baid to have offered him a lower rate 
of interest than that charged by other 
companies engaged in a similar line of 
business. / 

Priest Signed Many Notes. 

The friendship between the priest and 
the financier grew to. such an extent 
that the former signed, or endorsed, 
the notes which now are held against 
him. When the Kieran cfash came, 
in December last, Father. McMahon’s 
dealings were supposed tod extend only 
to the original of the Euclid Avenue 
Trust company, of Cleveland, in which 
he signed notes for about $35,000. His 
assets-Were- then said not to exceed 
$20,000. 

It was announced tonight authorita- 
tively from a priest closely identified 
with the affairs of the Cleveland dio- 
cese, that the liability set forth in the 
petition in voluntary bankruptcy made 
by Father McMahon is personal and 
that the Catholic church property is not 
involved tn a way that the church can 
lose.

Direct Liability $20,000, 
New York, March 3!.—From informa- 
tion gathered today in circles familiar 
with tHe affairs of the Fidelity Funding 
Company and P. J. iKeran, it was learn- 
ed that the direct liability of Rev. Fath- 
er McMahon, through the failure of the 
Fidelty Funding Company, as appeared 
on the face of the accounts, was only 
about: $20,000. It was stated, however, 
that untii there had been a complete 
audit and comparison of the company’s 
books and the private accounts of P. J. 
Kieran, for whom @ receiver in bank- 
ruptcy had been named, it would be 
impossible to ascentain the extent of 
Father McMahon's obligations.

Bl Paso, Tex., March 3!.—Rebellious 
at the attempt of the authorities to col- 
lect taxes and confiscate property, the 
Temposachi. Indians, in, the state of 
Chihuahua, broke into open warfare to- 
day, killing several tax officials, ter- 
rorizing the town of San Andreas, and 
cutting the telegraph wires. 

The Indians then sent out a "general 
call for reinforcements to resist the en- 
forcement of 
tion of property. 

Two train loads of troops have been 
sent from Chthuahua to quel] the rebel- 
lion. 

The officers were killed when they 
tried to confiscate property because of 
onpayment of taxes. 

Troops Rushed to Scene. 
| Regular troops and rurales were rush- 
‘ed to the scene when the news first 
reached Chihuahua, and since then re- 
inforcements have gone out on special 
trains. 

The Indians at once cut the telegraph 
wires, ’o it was impossible to get word 
of the uprising to the state capitol .by 
telegraph, and the information went by 
telephone. 

The state government took every step 
to block the information from getting to 
the public. The country is thickly pop- 
ulated with descendants of Temosachic 
Indians. The ranchers in the district 
are known as the ‘sharp-shooters of 
Chihuahua,” and are feared by the state 
officials. The Indians and half-breeds 
always go armed and are skilled at war- 
fare. 


Unrest in District. 

San Andreas is a station on the Chi- 
huahua and Pacific railroad. Many set- 
tlements are within a small rAdnge of 
this station, the ranchers Owning small 
farms. There has always been consid- 
erable unrest in the district, especially 
sifice the numerous arrests of revolution- 
ists at Casa Grandes. A few years ago, 
seventy armed Temosachie Indians, tn 
open battle, stood off an entire regiment 
of troops, killing more than 900 men. 
They were forced back to a church, 
which later was stormed by artillery be- 
fore the Indians were subdued.

 ‘Paft Asked to Take Hand. 

It is said that President Taft has been 
appealed to to use his influence to per- 
suade the republicans who are helping 
to endanger the bill of abandoning 
their attitude. It is declared that only 
in this way can a definite arrangement 
be made or a limitation be placed upon 
debate and amendments. The presi- 
dent is considering the matter. 

According to opinions expressed at 
the white house today, the president 
will find conditions more favorable in 
the senate than in the house. He is 
said to have received the assurance of 
the iéaders there that they are in sym- 
pathy with him and will uphold his 
policy to the best of their ability. The 
president himself stated a day or two 
ago that he had been assured that the 
senate was agreeable to the maximum 
and minimum principle of the Payne 
bill, 

An effort is being made to get the re- 
publican factions in the house (to agree 
to vote on the bill on April 10. 

‘Standpatters More Conciliatory. 

There was a noticeable disposition on 
the part of the “standpatters” today, 
following their conference with Pres- 
ident Taft, yo accede to the wishes of 
these who have opposed any ‘‘gag rule’’ 
which would prevent a vote on certain 
important schedules. The ways and 
means committee have agreed to sub- 
_ mit amendments to the bill which will 
keep tea on the (ree list, strike out the 
countervailing duty on coffee and make 
the rate on barley 25 cents a bushel. 

While it probably will be impossible 
to have a rule to limit amendments fa- 

vorably acted upon before Monday, Rep- 
' resentative Dwight, of New York, is 
making every effort to get the members 
in line. 

Speaker Cannon, Chairman Payne and 
Representative Dalzell, in their desire to 
have the bill passed by the house with- 
out delay, are endeavoring to restrict as 
far as possible the amendments to those 
which the committee will offer. 

ntative Tawney, of Minnesota, 
and Representative Smith, of Iowa, ate 
the leaders in the fight to have certain 
‘¢mportant schedules submitted to a vote 
by the house. ‘Fears that the senate 
will not make certain changes in the 
bill which they desire, and their de- 
termination to satisfy their constituents, 
ere the main reasons several republican 


representatives are holding out for a 
rule which will permit them to accom- 
plish these objects. : 

As to Hides and ! «uber. 

Up to this time the -.andpatters” 
have agreed to permit the discussion for 
amendments of the paragraphs on hides 
and lumber. It probably will be neces- 
sary, however, for them to grant -the 
Same permission with a regulation to 
the. reciprocity clause on bituminous 
coal and the paragraph which places 
iron ore on the free list. | 

Republican members from the Michi- 
gan, Iowa and Wisconsin delegations 
had conferences today, each delegation 
deciding on the schedules on which they 
demand that the special rule shall pro- 
vide for a vote. Most of the members of 
these delegations desire an increased 
tax on beer and the lowering of the 
duties on gloves and hosiery. It is said 
that the ways and means committee may 
report an améndment which will provide 
‘for a tax on all dividends from stocks 
and bonds. This has been proposed as 
a means for raising the $10,000,000 
which it is estimated the Payne bill 
would provide other than through aa tax 
on tea and lumber.

Canton, Ga., March 31!.—(Special.)— 
Cherokee county officials will take 
charge today of the eighteen convicts 
apportioned to this county and also ten 
apportioned to Pickens county and Mil- 
ton county’s pro rata of eight, in all, 
thirty-six negroes, who will be put to 
work on the public highways of the 
county under the. provisions of the new 
convict law, which goes into effect on 
the morning of April |. 

The agreement by which. Cherokee 
will work the. convicts of Milton and 
Pickens is that whenever these smaller 


of Cherokee will bring over a sufficient 
force of convicts and ‘superintend the 
work. .In this way Milton and Pick- 
ens expect to be remunerated for al- 
lowing Cherokee the use of their con- 
victs. 

Milton and Pickens will thus have 
their roads kept in condition without 
having to go to the expense that would 
be entailed should they have, direct 


counties need work done, the officials- 


charge of their own convicts. These 
two smaller counties will be saved @ 
g00d sum in salaries for guards, clothes 
and food, while Cherokee gets the work 
of the additional convicts, with very lit- 
tle more expense than already neces- 
sary for the care of her own convicts. 
Ordinary Webb, of Cherokee, and his 
clerk, Floyd M. Blackwell, and Warden 
T. J. Killian, will go to Pittsburg, in 
Walker county, via Chattanooga, to-

W. Freeman and J. E. Mullinax assist- 
ing in the same. Judge Webb and the 
county commisson have made all nec- 
essary arrangements for working and 
caring for the convicts, having provided 
temporary camps on the paupers’ home 
property, near town. Three large port- 
able steel quarters that will accommo- 
date founteen convicts each at night in 
separate beds, have been ordered, which 
will be moved over the county as the 
road work progresses. An adequate 
supply of regulation convict equipment 


has also been bought, and all necessary

road machinery; picks, axes, saws, shov- 
els, ete. An even two dozen fine mules 
have also been bought through Coggins 
& Bro. at Canton, at an average price 
of $500 per pair, or $6,000 for the twen- 
ty-four mules. . 

Thomas J. Killian, an experienced man 
in. handling .convicts and in railroad 
building, has been elected warden, and 
Mose Adams is superintendent of road 
construction. H. J. Ragsdale, R. W. 
Freeman and.J. E. Mullineax are the 
present guards employed, and. Dr... J. 
M. Bates the camp physicians. To meet 
some of. the .expense incurred in» the 
working of roads under this system, 4 
commutation road tax of $4 per annum 
has been levied.

Fulton Takes All the White Men from Brick Company’s 
4 Camp—County Officials Here to 
Get Convicts. 


After a night of singing, preaching 
and goodby-saying at the Ohattahoo- 
chee brick yards camp, near Atlanta, 
last night, the convict lease system end- 
ed in Fulton county this morning at 
daybreak. It was not, however, until 
daylight that the first two batches of 
convicts were turned over to their wait- 
ing keepers who leave the first thing thig 
morning for their respective county con- 
viet camps in Warren and Wilcox coun- 
ties. s 
In all there are 14! convicts at. this 
camp who are to be divided among four- 
teen counties in the state. Fulton coun- 
‘ty comes in for the major portion of 
these, receiving all of the white con- 
victs there, twenty-seven in all, and 
twenty negro convicts. 

Fulton county is prepared to establish 
a white convict road camp and has set 
; up quarters for their reception in the 
northern end of the county, near the 
almshouse property, in the Buckhead 
district. Here sixty-five will be quarter- 
ed. Of this number, twenty-seven, as 
indicated, will come fro the Chatta- 
hoochee brick yards, twenty-nine ar- 
rive later in the day from the Durham 
coal mines and nine from the Lookout 
mountain coal mines, across the way, in 
north Georgia. They will reach Atlanta 
late in the day. : 
The negro convicts at the Chattahoo- 
chee yards .will be disposed of as fol- 
lows: Warren county, 13; Madison, 15; 


thorpe, 7; Monroe, 6; Wilkes, 12: Wal- 
ton, 7; Carroll, 28; Campbell, 4; Clarke, 
|}2; Columbia, 3; Elbert, 3, making a 
toial of 141. 

From this it is seen none of the con- 
victs have to make a long ride, and all 
will be in their new quarters by night. 

The roads are cooperating with 
county authorities to effect the transfer 
as quickly and expeditiously as possible. 
They have parked the cars, nearby, for 
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$3.50 and $4.00

TO VOTE 
TA ELECTIONS 


The charter revision committee of At- 
lanta is now confronted with a new 
Proposition. It has wrestled with 
forms of government in cities west of 
the Mississippi river, east of the Mis- 
sissippi river, in Europe, Asia and Af- 
rica, and:then tackled the commission 
form of government, but now it has an 
entirely new feature to tackle. 

The Atianta Civic League has sent a 
memorial to the committee asking that 
there be a charter provision allowing 
women to vote, 

Since the question of woman suffrage 
has stirred Europe and America. re- 
cently, the fact that Atlanta will have 
to take hold of the problem lends addi- 
. tional interest to the charter revision 
scheme. 

; The memorial opens with the follow- 
(ing: 

You are respectfully requested by the At- 
lanta Civic League (an grganization composed 
of citizens of Atlanta, both male and female), 
to insert a clause in the charter revision doc- 
ument, which you have now under cuonsider- 
ation, which will gugrantee to the tax-paying 
women of -Atlanta the right to vote in per- 
son or by proxy. on all tax levies and bond 


issues which may come before the people of 
this city hereafter for ratification. 
The memorial then goes on to state: 
Now, we appeal to you for justice, as you 
are democrats who take for their rallying 


A 


-}ery the immortal words of Thomas 
son: “No taxation with»ut 

Governments derive their just powers trom 
the consent of the governed.’’ 

Under’ this banner, wage-earning men, na- 
tive and foreign, were endowed with the fran- 
chise by which means alone an individual can 
represent himself or herself, or consent to his 
or her government. In this way alone can 
they secure to themselves ‘“‘life. liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness,’’ which the federal 
constitution declares shall be guaranteed te 
every citizen of the United States. 

We were given a hearing before the com- 
mittee of forty-nine men who preceded yuu 
in an attempt to revise Atlanta’s charter. 
We asked them to insert a clause in their 
paper recommending the state legislature to 
grant all women of Atlanta twenty-one years 
of age, municipal suffrage. Our present 
mayor was chairman of the committee to 
which our petition was referred, and he 
brought in a favorable report to the whole 
committee. . : 

The womdh of Atlanta want the ballot, the 
right preservative of all rights; but if we 
cannot have the full franchise, please revise 
Atlanta's charter so that taxpaying women 
can vote on tax questions and bond issues.

CONTRACT VIOLATORS 
HIT BY COMMISSION 


Will Be Kept Out of Organized 


Baseball for Five 
Years. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, March 3!.—The na- 
tional baseball commission has adopted 
the following rule which shal! govern 
players who violate their contracts and 
who are ineligible for failing to report 
to or leaving clubs having title to their 
services in the ifuture: 

“Rule 49—Whenever a national agree- 
ment player violates his contract and it 
is proven to the national commission’ in 
case it involves a major league player, 
or the national association if it involves 
a minor league player, that such viola- 
tion was without just cause, no appli- 
cation will be received from such player 
unless a period of five years shall have 
elapsed after such violation. 

“Whenever a national agreement play- 
er fails to report to or leaves a club 
having title to his services and joins an 
outlaw organization, no application 
from such player for reinstatement will 
be considered by the national commis- 
sion if it involves a major league play- 
er, or the national association if it in- 
volves a minor league player, unless @ 
period of three years shall have firat 
elapsed, where said player has failed 
to report to or left the club that has 
title to his services, provided, however, 
that all such players will be permitted to 
join the club having title to their serv- 
ices on or before May I, 1909, with the 
infliction of a fine against them.”’

“The Conference for Education in the 
South, to meet here April 14, 15 and 16, 
by invitation of the chamber of com- 
merce, is in no way associated with or 
part of the General Education Board of 
iNew York or the Southern EXducation 
Board,’’ explained Dr. Wicliffe Rose, of 
Nashville, Tenn., secretary of the Con- 
ference for Education in the South, dur- 
ing his recent visit to the city. Dr. 
Rose had come to confer with Walter 
G. Cooper, secretary of the chamber 
of commerce, and Hon. Jere Pound, state 
school commisstoner. 

“The General Education Board will 
not meet in Atlanta,” said Dr. Rose. 
“The Southern Education Board will not 
meet here, but there will be a large and 


| far-reaching gathering here in the Con- 


ference for Education in the Sowth. 

“The general education board is a 
permanent organization, having offices 
in New York city, and through funds 
and endowments given through the or- 
ganization or individual members of it, 
makes gifts to institutions. 

“The Southern Educational Board is 
not a branch of the General Education 
Board, and the organization and pol- 
icy of both are absolutely separate 
and distinct. The Southern Education 
Board has no money to give to educa- 
tional institutions, but is organized 
strictly for the purpose of developing 
local interest in public education, and 
has been chiefly active in a campaign 
work for better schools now under 
way. 

“The conference for education in the 
south, to meet here in April, as the 
name implies, is an organization of 
southern men representing the differ- 
ent educational forces, the teacher, the 
college president, the state superin- 
tendent, the southern. business man, 
the southern farmer, the southern man 
in the professions.”

At midnight last night the convict lease system passed out ot exist- 
ence in Georgia. never to be revived. — 

Seldom in the history of states has achievement followed 50 speedily 
upon platform declaration as in the disappearance of the —— of convict 
leasing from the Georgia statutes. 

Within less than ten months from the first platform demand for the 
abolition of the lease system ever made in this state—made by the con-

} vention of June, 1908, which nominated Joseph M. Brown for governor— 


that execrable and execrated institution has’ passed permanently into 
history. — 

| Today the jJeasing of convicts in tinaiectn becomes a memory, its: revival 
| even ienapobariey under the law which left a twelve-months loophole ‘to 


meet emergencies, being made impossible by the demand of more than 
one hundred Georgia counties for all the convicts in the state’s possession 
to improve their public roads. 

There are those who did not dream of achievement so speedy, despite 
the declaration of the 1908 convention; but the platform demand met gen- 
era] and responsive public sentiment and the work was done. 

The termination of the lease system witnesses the dawn st an era of 
progress in a direction in which>Georgia has too long lagged. 

Some 105 Georgia counties have taken advantage of the valuable op- 


portunity offered by the state, and the early result will be a network of 


substantial, well-paved and surfaced public roads traversing the state north 
and south, east and west, connecting counties and cities one with another, 
and stimulating agriculture and agricultural traffic as nothing has done in 
the last quarter century or more. 

The wisdom and foresight of those counties ‘which have seized upon 
this opportunity will soon be so abundantly apparent as to arouse to action, 
we cannot doubt, those whose absence of these characteristics made them 
hesitate and wait.

Withont abatement of the democratic principle of a tariff for revenue 
rather than protection, Senator A. O. Bacon, of Georgia, takes the posi- 
tion in an interview in The Constitution that IF PROTECTION IS TO BE 
THE NATIONAL POLICY, THEN THE INTERESTS .AND INDUSTRIES 
OF THE SOUTH ARE ENTITLED TO PARTICIPATE EQUITABLY IN 
THE DISTRIBUTION OF IT, as does Congressman Brantley in his ad- 
dress delivered yesterday. 

Neither of them goes to the extent of demanding high protective rates 
upon any product, but they both maintain that in equity and fairness du- 
ties upon southern products which are upon a revenue-producing basis only 
should be disturbed only to the extent that such change -is of general 
application. 

The Dingley lumber tariff of $0 per 1,000 feet, Senator Bacon shows, 


reduction of a revenue duty in the face of a policy which, in the case of 
industries of other sections, goes almost to the extreme of protection, and 
Mr. Brantley likewise takes the position that lumber, being a most im- 
portant industry in his district, must not be sidetracked that some industry 
in some other section might profit at its sacrifice. .

With protection as the avowed national policy, justice demands A DIS-

‘'o put the bulk of the tariff burdens on one section and extend prac- 
tically all of its benefits to another is defensible upon no other ground 
but that of this tyrant and the savage—‘might. makes right.”’ 

Senator Bacon states the case with clearness, reason and equity when 


he says: 


The fundamental essential in every law is that, so far as possible, it shall 
be equal in its operation upon all. The most vicious feature of any law is a 
feature that makes such a law unequal in its operation upon different people 
and different interests within its jurisdiction. 

The fatal defect In the protective system, one which cannot be overcome, 
is that it is impossible to make it equal in its operations upon all people and 
all sections of the country. It is impossible to so adjust and regulate the 
schedules of a protective tariff that equal burden shall by it be imposed upon 
all, and equal benefits be bestowed upon all. 
cles produced, and in the vocations of the people, make that an impossibility. 
In consequence, when those who have the power to frame a law and to de- 
termine its character impose upon the country a general protective tariff sys- 
rtem, the best that those can do who are opposed to the protective system, and 
to its unavoidable inequalities, is to endeavor to make the law relatively un!t- 
form in its operations throughout the country, so far as that can be effected 
par Orr violating the principle that tariffs should be limited to a revenue scale 
of duties. 


There is nothing in this attitude, so far as we are able to discern, to 
which the most consistent of democrats cannot subscribe.

If there are any southern senators or representatives in congress who 
can improve upon these views of the matter, so clearly and so fairly stated 
by Senator Bacon and Congressman Brantley, the south would like to hear 
from them.

It Will Be Shown That Nearly 
a Million Dollars Is Required 
to Put the Waterworks 
System in a_ First-Class 
Condition. — 


Harry C. Stockdell, chairman of the | 
Subcommittee on waterworks improve- 
ments, has prepared his report for the 
bond commission. His committee is 
now in a position to staté to the bond 
commission what amount of money ts 
needed for the completion of Atianta’s 
waterworks system. The total cost of 
the improvements needed is $975,296.25. 

The proposed bond issue for the 
waterworks department is $500,000. The 
bond commission will have to take the 
report of Mr. Stockdell’s committee and 
decide how the $500,000 from the bonds 
wilt be expended and this will neces- 
Sitate the cutting down of the differ- 
ence between $975,296.25 and $500,000. 
In other words, the commission will 
have to decide upon what are the more 
urgent needs of the waterworks depart- 
ment that will not ‘cost ‘more ‘ than 
$500.000. 


Committee wilt - Hold ientteie: 

Chairman Stockdell secured ‘his  in- 
formation and figures after a confer- 
ence with General Manager Park Wood-| 
ward, of the waterworks department, 
and he will call his’ committee together 
so that the whole matter-can be gone 
over and a report to the bond com- 
mission’ be properly drawn uP. 

In’ the first place. the report of. the 
committee will: show that the. piping 
System ‘is not in accord with the well- 
known: and common sense'rules of hy- 
| draulics. In many localities the pipe is 
, entirely too small and in a few years 
| the city will be compelled to lay’ larger 
mains where the small ones are now 
used, 

Attention will be called to the fact 
that the waterworks system in Atlanta 
must face the proposition that waiar 
must be pumped at all times against a 
constant and varying head. 

The report will show. that the follow- 
ing improvements must be made: 

The new reservoir must be com- 
Pleted; an additional and larger pump 
must be installed at the river station: 
an addition to the filter plant of 12, 000, - 
000 gallons must be provided: two more 
coagulating basins must be built. 

New Mains and Pipes. 

Then will come a. statement in re- 
gard to the laying of large mains and 
connecting water pipes. It is estimated 
that 20,600 feet of 36-inch mains must 
be laid, 5,000 feet of 24-inoh pipe, 32,700 
feet of 12-inch Pipe and 132,000 feet of 
8-inch pipe must be laid. 

The report will also show that 84,850 
feet of 6 and 8-inch pipe must be dis- 
Placed and larger pipe laid.

Protests Against “Protec- 
tion’ for Given Sections. 


Able Speech in Which Georgia 

s: Demands Re- 

storing Duty on Lumber, 

- Cotton, Naval Stores—South 
__ Wants Its Share. 


Washington, March 3!.—Special.)—De- 


j claring that the° discrepancy between 


the $33,166,748.25 revenue to be raised 
under the Payne tariff bill and the es- 
timated deficit in national revenues for 
the current fiscal year of from $100,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000 exposes the ‘“‘sham 
and pretense”’’ of the claim that the bill 
was framed for the, purpose of adding 


to the income of the government, Repre- 


.

sentative W. G. Brantley today address- 
ed the house in a logical, comprehensive 
and forceful analysis of the. respective 
positions of the democratic and repub- 
lican parties on .tariff legislation, and 
the indefensible attitude at present oc- 
cupied by the latter party. 

Mr. Brantley drew attention to the 
fact that the average ad valorem tax 
under the Dingley law is 44.16 per cent, 
while the average ad valorem tax under 
the proposed Payne bill is 45.72, so that 
if there ts any “revision’’ it is upward 
and not downward. 

All Tariff Protection. . 

Mr. Brantley dismissed “free trade’ 
pure and simple as an uffexploited the- 
ory, holding that all tariff impositions, 
large or small, were in their nature 
protective, if the tax itself were not 
protective. He declared any tariff pol- 
icy should distribute its burdens and 
benefits equally, and, continuing, said: 
“Least of all, can I justify a system 
that thas been perverted from that of 
legitimate protection wgaiast foreign 
commerce into a sectional system that 
enriches one section of our country 
against another, and unjustly discrimi- 
nates between the people and classes of 
our common country.’ He declared that 
the practice of laying all tariff burdens 
and privileges equally prevailed in this 
country until “republicanism reached 
its full growth.” 


South Asks Justice. 


In several portidns of his speech, Mr. 
Brantley developed the idea, with em- 
phasis, that while the south might not 
favor protection per se, if the nation 
was to have protection at any rate, ex~- 
isting discriminations should not force 
the south into the handicapping attitude 
of maintaining and developing its own 
umprotected industries against the pro- 
tected industries of other sections of the 
country. He did not believe in ‘‘protec- 
tion’’ for one section only. 

Mr. Brantley also: declare@ that the 
existing duty°on lumber, $2, should be 
retained, not lowered to $!, as contem- 
plated under the Payne bill... He de- 
nounced projected. changes as to the 
duties on sea island cotton and naval 
stores, and each other item in the sched- 
ule, as surely tending to tax and 
paralyze southern industries, while leav- 
ing northern industries free to continue 
a steady growth. 

Where the South Is Hurt. 

Analyzing’: the mammer in which. the 
projected bill discriminates against the 
southern states and the effort of the 
republican party to penalize the south 
for adherence to democracy, Mr. Brant- 
hey in part said: 

“This bill is full of discriminations 
against that section of the country that 
I have the honor im part to represent. 
All that I ask for it is justice. Cotton 
is on tiie free list, the rate on lumber 
is cut from $2 to $I, cotton seed oil is 
talken from the dutiable and placed on 
the free list; cotton bagging has an ad 
valorem rate of 141.33 per cent; cot- 
ton ties an ad valorem rate of 20.76 per 
cent; spirits turpentine apd rosim on 
the free list, and it is charged now that 
the changes in the schedule of cotton 
manufactures that have been made have 
been so arranged as to strike a blow at 
the cotton factories of the south. I have 
not been surprised at this, because as 
I have read the hearings before the ways 
and means c@nmittee. I have seen that 
whenever a delegation from anywhere 
in the south appeared to ask for rec- 
ognition and fair treatment in the bill 
the invariable questions propounded to 
them were, ‘Do you believe in protec- 
tion?’’ ‘Did you vote the republican tick- 
et?” If it had been the purpose or in- 
tention to frame a bill that would raise 
the needed revenue for the government, 
these questions would never have been 
asked, but, on the contrary, inquiries 
would have been directed towards ascer- 
taining whether or. not the delegation 
presented an article that was a legiti- 
mate subject for taxation. If the con- 
sumers of the south must bear their pro- 
portion of all the burdens of taxation, 
is there any just argument against the 
producers among them receiving their 
share of the benefits that inevitably 
and necessarily accompany any system 
of tariff taxation? Must cach and every 
section of this great country support 
the republican electoral ticket before 
the republican power will recognize it 
as a part of the American union?.. . 


Free Cotton. 


' “T said a moment ago that cotton was 
en the free list in the pending bill. 
This directly affects the people I 
represent. Beginning with the first 
tariff law ever enacted by congress, 
and continting through a. period of 
seventy-five or eighty. years, there was 
a tax of 3 cents a pound on manufac- 
tured cotton. There was imported into 
this country free of duty during the 
calendar year ending August Hi, 1908, 
.71,744,992 pounds of cotton, mostly 
Egyptian. A duty no higher than the 
old rate of 3 cents a pound on this 
cotton would have realized $2,152,349 of 
revenue for the government, a sum 
many times in excess of the revenue 


Why is it not fair and just both to the 


cotton planters of the south and to’ 


the government to put cotton bagging 
and ties on the free list and raw cotton 
on the dutiable list? It is neither un- 
democratic nor unrepublican to put a 
duty on cotton, as the history of tariff 
shows. Why should the growers of sea 
island cotton be. 
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ton at free trade prices, and then be 
compelled to buy the spool thread 
made from their cotton with a tax of 
49.23 per cent on it? Why should 
they b~2 compelled in the same way to 
buy handkerchiefs with a duty of 
52.65 per cent on them and to buy 
ether cotton goods at increased prices 
of from 30 to 40 per cent? The quan- 
tity of Egyptian cotton imported into 
this country last year, amounting to 
143,490 bales of 500 pounds each, was 
less than’ the importations of the 
previous yeay. As against the importa- 
tions for last year, the total yleld or 
production of sea island cotton in the 
south’ Was 86,895 bales of 400 pounds 
each. The Yanovitch grade of the im- 
ported cotton competes djrectly with 
the fancy and extra choice grades of 
the sea island cotton, and a compari- 
s0n of the price lists of the American 
and the imported cotton will-:show that 
they sell. for about the same. It ts 
fully believed by those conversant with 
the business that a fair révenue duty 
on Egyptian cotton would enable the 
American spinner to fix the price of 
American cotton instead of the British 
spinner, who now fixes it. It is also 
difficult to understand the theory of a 
tariff that provides a duty on raw wool 
and refuses a duty on raw cotton. Why 
is not one as legitimate an articie for 
taxation as the other? If the repub- 
licans claim that their pelicy is to 
protect the home market for home pro- 
duction has any basis of. sincerity, 
what is the objection to giving Amer- 
ican sea island cotton a home market, 
instead of forcing it away by dis- 
placing it with foreign importations? 
Of the total yield of 86,895 bales of 
this cotton last year, 32,383 bales were 
exported, in order to make way for 
Ebyptian Yanovitch cotton. 


Lumber Discriminations. 


“There is another commodity in 
which the people I represent, or many 
of them are largely interested, and 
that is lumber. The lumber industry 
is one of the largest of all industries 
in my section of the south, and possi- 
bly involves and affects more people 
than any other. The price of lumber 
affects the price of land and thus inter- 
ests the farmer. The railroads get their 
greatest tonnage from lumber, and 
laborers, merchants, bankers, manu- 
facturers and, indeed, nearly every 
Class’ of our citizenship, has an inter- 
est directly or indirectly in lumber. I 
apprehend that some of my friends on 


this side, and some on the other side, 


will urge, as some of them have al- 
ready done, that lumber should go on 
the free list. It will be found in the 
main, howevey, that those of our citi- 
zens who are most clamorous for free 
lumber are those who have lumber to 
buy and not to sell. I cannot consent 
that any tariff bill, or any schedule in 
it, should be framed on this basis. It 
might be that if I had the framing of 
an entire and complete tariff bill, I 
would be willing to put a very small 
duty on lumber, or possibly to’ put it 
on the free list, although believing in 
a tariff for revenue, I don’t believe in 
putting anything that is legitimately 
and properly subject to taxation: on 
the free list, as long as the government 
is in need of revenue. I would only 
make such reductions in the lumber 
schedule, however, because I had pre- 
viouslv reduced the schedules that in- 
cluded the articles with which lumber 
competes, and had also reduced the 
schedules that included the articles the 
lumberman is compelled to buy in or- 
der to carry on his business. 


Inequalities. 


“The rate of $1 on lumber that the 
pending bill carries is stated by the 
framers of the bill to be an’ad valorem 
rate of 6.47 per cent. I could not 
justify myself in favoring this low 
rate for lumber, when I see that this 
bill carries rates of 29.88 per cent on 
steel band saws, 20 per cent on circu- 
Jar saws, 25 per cent on mill saws, 
57.39 per cent on bolts, 32 to 64 per 
cent on chains, 40 per cent on files, 45 
per cent on axles, 22.58 per cent on 
hammers and sledges, 29.99 per cent 
on boiler tubes, 35 per cent on harness, 
28 per cent on whips, and so on 
through the entire list of articles 
necessary to the mill man. Neither 
could I justify it, when I also’see that 
this bill\carries a. rate of:from 30 to 69 
per cent on marble, 22.77 to 50 per 
cent on granite, 20 per cent on slate, 
20 to 25.20 per cent on cement, 25 to 
36 per cent on brick, 37 to 45 per cent 
on tiles. Some of these articles are as 
much natural resources as lumber, and 
all of them are to some extent used 
for the sarae purposes as lumber. ‘The 
doctrine of -equality of burden and 
tenefit in which I belfeve will. not per- 
mit me to favor the discrimination that 
this bill makes against lumber. The old 
Dingley rate of $2 amounts to an ad 
valorem rate of only about !!.per cent, 
and if I have the opportunity to do so, 
I shall vote to restore that rate. 


Increasing Forest Fires. 


“J freely concede the wisdom .as wel] 
as the force of the argument that 
every nation should conserve its 
natural resources, and should not stim- 
ulate their destruction and éxhaustion 
through the means of artificially ad- 
vanced prices, but In the case of lum- 
ber I am fully persuaded, as the result 
of my own observation, that, whether 
the rate of $! be ificreased to $2 or 
not, the rates will’ have no effect on 
the forests in my section, for, in the 
first place, the mills are there, and 
must be operated. They wiil continue 
the work of cutting lumber, with the 
difference, if the $2 rate be not re-

Reports About Promotion of 
Two Policemen Revive the 
Talk About the Police Com- 
‘mission Which Will Meet on 
Second Tuesday in April. 


The much-talked-of shake-up in the 
police department is being revived now 
that the April meeting of the police 
board draweth nigh. 

It is believed that Newport Lanford 
will be reinstated as detective ser- 
geant, and in this connection it is 
stated that the detective system will be 
changed and that the department will 
be organized into a secret service corps 
with Lanford at the head. 

There is also some talk about Patrol. 
men W. H. Turner and Frank Whitley 
being appointed “roundsmen.” This 
will be equivalent to making them 
sergeants, but they will not he re- 
aquired. to stand the examinations as re- 
quired by the civil service rules. Both 


Whitley and Turner have been regard- 
ed as men who were not with the old 
anti-Mason’ faction, and those who 
claim they have been keeping up with 
the trend of police affairs say that if 
these promotions are made, it. will 
simply be proof that old factional lines 
will still dominate the police board in 
the selection of officers for promotion. 

The talk of Chief Jennings resigning, 
if-he is not retired, is being revived. 
Members of the board have been heard 
recently to say that a younger man 
should be at the head of the police de- 
partment. 

It was thought that police board mat- 
ters would remain out of the limelight 
for a while, but the talk of promoting 
Whitley and Turner and the rein- 
statement of Lanford have caused the 
light to be again turned on the board.

stored, that they will work up only the 
large or dimension stuff, 
large part of the tree to go to waste, 
thereby increasing ‘the danger from 
forest fires. 

“In the next place, and whether the 
first proposition be sound or not, the 
turpentine man in my section precedes 


boxing, chipping and scraping a tree, 
that tree is marked for destruction, even 
though it be never touched by a saw. 
In this connection the chief of the bu- 
|\reau of forestry; the bureau that is 
charged. with the conservation of our 
forests, has announced after an exhaus- 
tive consideration of the question that 
in his‘opinion the conservation of our 
forests is not involved in the $2 rate on 
lumber. We may, therefore, safely con- 
clude that that question is not now be- 
fore us. 


Present Rate Fair. 


“It cannot be safely contended by those 
who want free lumber, that the present 
$2 rate on lumber is a prohibitory duty, 
for it appears to be a revenue duty. In 
the table of ‘estimated revenues,’ pre- 
pared by the committee, the figures 
show that there was realized for the 
government last year on the lumber 
paying the $2 rate the sum of $!1,773,- 
933.30, and the estimate is made that 
the reduction of the rate tto $1 will re- 
duce the revenue to the sum of $826,- 
966.55. I submit that a tariff rate pro- 
ducing nearly $2,000,000 per year is 
not a prohibitory, but is a revenwe rate. 
As showing, too, that under the present 
rates on lumber, importationg have 
grown from year to year, I call atten- 
tntion to the fact that the total revenue 
from all lumber 4m 1898, the first year 
of the Dingley law, was only $/707,- 
722.27, while in 1908, ten years later, 
this revenue amounted to $2,230,326. 


Naval Stores. 


“Closely allied to the lumber interests 
in my section is the naval stores inter- 
est, or the manufacture of rosin and 
spirits of turpentine from the gum of 
the yellow pine tree. There is invested 
in this industry probably $50,000,000, 
covering some eight states of the south, 
The output approximates $30,000,000 a 
year. Ordinarily this dutput, which is 
sold over the world, is independent of 
tariff taxation, but it appears just now 
that France is developing quite a trade 
in thés country in a rosin product of 
its own. Up to the last year the im- 
portations: of. French rosin did not 
amount to anything, but there came in 
last year 40,000 barrels of rosin, mostly 
from France of the total value of $264,- 
100, and the indications are for very 
much larger importations this. ... 

“It is impossible for me, in the limited 
time at my disposal, to go further into 
nr consideration of the particular sched- 
ules of the bill.
